Good News 
For Hourly | Men 


To Get New Benefits from 
Sick Leave 


“Permanent hourly employees 
of the Highway Department will be 
paid full pay for the first seven 
days of absence caused by injuries 
, incurred in line of duty as a result 
'of a new order issued by me on 
July 7th,” states Commissioner 
Spencer Miller, Jr. 


| Heretofore, 


| 


hourly men were 
paid in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the N. J. Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act. This Act provided 
no compensation during the first 
seven days of an absence required 
by injury sustained in line of duty. 
That practice resulted in considera. 
ble hardship for these employees, 
who being in the low income 
group, could ill-afford to lose a 
week’s pay. 


Commissioner Miller, excercising 
the discretion permitted him by 
law, ordered that these men be 
paid for any loss of time up to and 
including the full seven day wait- 
{ing peried. This payment will be 
permitted from the employee’s ac- 
cumulated sick leave. Sick leave 
accumulations, under the terms of 
the Order will now be calculated 
from the date of each man’s orig- 
inal emloyment upon a permanent 
basis by the Department. This 
assures adequate and equitable 
sick leave rights for old, faithful 
employees of the Department, 
some of whom have been employed 
continuously for over. twenty 
years. 

Abuses of the sick leave rights 
are guarded against by providing 
for the furnishing of certificates 
by reputable attending physicians 
upon forms prepared by the De- 
partment.

During the year of 1941, 50,000 accidental deaths were | 
reported among those gainfully employed in the United 
States. This is not the total figure of all who were killed. It 
does not take account of the children, aged, infirm or those 
who were unemployed. It includes only those who were work- 
ers, those whose services were being compensated for. Neither 
does it include the number who were crippled or maimed for 
life, the millions who suffered and recovered, the billions of 
dollars lost through accidents. It simply means that 50,000 
workers have been killed at a time when manpower is more

| It is unfortunate that certain 
llicensed physicians, knowingly or 
| unknowingly, help such men to de- 
| fraud the State by giving an un- 
warranted doctor’s certificate. 
Several measures to stop this un- 
ethical practice are now under 
way, and unless this practice is 
abandoned by the few, the Depart- 
ment will require ewery doctor’s 
certificate to be sworn to before a 
notary public. This will work a 
hardship on the great majority of 
physicians whose ethical standards 
are beyond suspicion, and will na- 
turally make it more burdensome 
for the honest employee. 


I am glad to report that there is 
an ever-increasing sentiment 
among our hundreds and hundreds 
of upright and decent employees 
against the fraudulent practices of 
the few cheats among us who still 
abuse their sick leave benefits. I 
promise all those good people that 
{ will keep after these unscrupul- 
ous men until they are shown up, 
| hailed to court and taught a sev- 
ere lesson, The assistance I am 
now getting encourages me to be- 
lieve that the day of reckoning for 
the cheats is drawing nearer.

Total For 4 Months Well 
Within Quota 


Travel Officer Clifford Wear 
has just released figures that show 
what a fine record has been estab- 
lished by the State Highway De- 
partment in its drive to conserve 
gasoline and rubber for war uses. 

During the first four months of 
this year the total distance traveled 
in Highway vehicles was 1,041,179 
miles as compared to the 2,654,- 
202 miles traveled during the cor- 
responding months of 1941. This 
3 a reduction of 61%. 

This is a record that everyone 
should be proud of, considering the 
many inconveniences that led to 
its achievement, and it is a record 
which many played an important 
part in establishing. It should make 
good reading for the boys in the 
Armed Forces.

Adopting the slogan “Send A 
Pint of Your Blood to the Battle- 
front,’”? the committee headed by 
George A. Hefferman, of the 
Bridge Division, Chairman of the 
State Employee’s Blood Donor 
Service, has started a drive to en- 
roll, if possible, more donors than 
took part in the record breaking 
performance of last April. 


In speaking of the value of this 
service Hefferman said, “Blood 
plasma is a definite life saver.

Reports Are Important 

Each kit was provided with a 
small pad of report forms. When 
any material d from the 
ki repor equired to be 
turned in to the Claims Office and 
it provided an immediate record of 
the injury. 

If at some futur 
jury turned out to be more serious 
than was at first anticipated, the 
employee was protected by a pro- 
per record and no objection could 
be advanced against his right to be 
provided with medical and hospital 
treatment at no cost to himself. 
From these reports we would have 
a constant record of what was be- 
ing used and what was required 
for refills to keep the kits con- 
stantly stocked up. Unless the kits 
are kept constantly

Kits Safeguard’ Workers 

When the kits were 
stalled there was a reasonable ef- 
fort for some time to make out 
proper reports and to keep the kits 
adequately stocked.

The man who turns in 
proper reports is saving his fellow- 
employee from possible financial 
expense and from embarrassment. 
These kits should be considered 
by the men in charge an important 
part of their highway equipment. 
They should be kept fully stocked 
at all times. The Equipment In- 
spectors will check their contents 
periodically and assist in obtaining 
replacements. It is not necessary, 
however, to wait for these periodic 
inspections to obtain new mater- 
ial. A memorandum mailed to 
the Claims Office, State Highway 
Department, Trenton, attention of 
Charles Levine, will get you the 
needed replacements in a hurry.

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One-car Accidents 
Destroy Many Signs 


Cold statistics are not needed 
to convince Maintenance Super- 
visor Earl L. Storer and his crews 
that “one-car accidents” are on the 
increase. They calculate totals 
when collecting the fragments of 
smashed state property. 

The one-car type of erash_gen- 
erally means that ‘a single oc- 
cupant of @ mgathine mows down 
1 string ‘traffic signs or lands 
agains the telephone pole, usually 
Aaating the night. In a few cases 
the wrecked car is still at the scene 
the next morning but generally 
the only evidence i: twisted and 
fractured metal. 

Various explanations are given 
for the increase in this recent 
phenomenon. One theory is that 
the 35-mile speed limit becomes 
monotonous and_ induces sleep. 
Another is that the slower travel 
rate keeps “long-distance” drivers 
on the road for longer periods and 
they become fatigued. Still a third 
school explains that war workers 
returning from hard labor cannot 
retain control of their cars. 

At all events, records of the 
State Police for six months show 
that of 1,184 accidents, the “‘one- 
car” accounted for 496. 

As the result of the crack-ups 
the Highway Department sign 
maintenance men have been called 
upon to replace 287 cast iron signs 
im a single year. They have also 
had to put up innumerable posts, 
extensions, route markers and 
“stop street”’ warnings. 

This is in addition to many 
minor repairs made to signs by 
maintenance field forces in the 
course of their day-by-day ac- 
tivities.

Among other things he ascer- 
ltained that they were terrified at 
ithe thought of being subjected to 
‘their own submarines, believing as 
a result of Axis propaganda that 
few ships successfully made the 
crossing. The first thing they did 
each day when brought on deck 
was to count and recount the ves- 
sels of the convoy. 

“It was not until we had actually 
engaged submarines without any 
losse# that they realized how they 
had been hoodwinked,” said 
Malloy. “Then they settled back 
to enjoy what was left of the 
trip.” 

Believed N. Y. in Ruins 

Throughout the trip the Ger- 
mans looked forward to seeing 
| what they believed to be the often 
bombed city of New York. As 
Malloy says, “It was impossible to 
convince them that no bombs had 
ever been dropped on that city, 80 
we gave up trying and waited for 
them to see for themselves. When 
at last they saw the undamaged 
buildings, they could hardly be- 
lieve their eyes.” 

Ed went on to tell of how the 
M.P.s go into the front lines to re- 
ceive prisoners and escort them to 
a point about five miles in the rear 
where they are turned over for in- 
ternment in temporary camps.

from Newport News, Va., to Man- 
ila Bay in the Phillipines via the 
Atlantic Ocean, the Mediterranean, 
the Suez Canal, the Indian Ocean 
and the China Seas.

In Soil Mechanics

ELECTRICAL FLASHES 


Reg Bowen 


When opening the vertical lift 
span over the Passaic River, it is 
necessary to release four massive 
emergency brakes. Ordinarily this 
is done electrically. It sometimes 


happens, however, that the auto- 
matic releases fail and when this 
occurs, generally in cold weather, 
it becomes necessary for a man to 
go up into the towers and endeavor 
to release the brakes by hand. This 
operation requires a stron and 
agile man, for not only is the re- 
lease lever extremely heavy but 
once it has been lifted, a “hold 
catch’? must be pushed into place 
with either, or both feet. 

It was to surmount this difficul- 
ty that Russell Henry, Drawbridge 
Mechanic, conceived the idea of 
using an ordinary automobile hy- 
draulic bumper jack as an emer- 
gency brake release. By clever ad- 
justment, this rather commonplace 
tool has successfully fulfilled its

Through the spring and early summer the good work was 
kept up with the result that the 50% reduction quota set for 
the Highway Department was further reduced by more than 
10‘; .

POISON IVY 

Throughout the Garden State the roadsides are 
already blooming with the first buds of spring. Soon the 
forces of the Maintenance Division will be busily engaged 
in their summer long task of trimming the shoulders and 
slopes of our highways Lurking among the early greens 
that carpet our roadsides is one of the villains of the horti- 
cultural world — poison ivy or Rhus Toxicodrendron, 
should you be a stickler for correct terminology. 

This root-climbing plant, identified by its dark green, 
shiny, ternate (groups of three) leaves, is generally a vine, 
although under some conditions it appears as a low- 
growing shrub. It is to be found throughout New Jersey 
along roads, fence rows and in uncultivated ground. Poison 
ivy secretes an oily substance, very minute amounts of 
which, if placed on the skin, will cause severe poisoning. 
These amounts are so small that they are occasionally con- 


veyed by the smoke of burning plants or in rare instances | 


by insects. 

The best way to avoid ivy poisoning, which each year 
causes much suffering, inconvenience, and loss of time 
among those who must work in the field, is to avoid contact 
with the plant itself. This can be done by Jearning to iden- 
tify poison ivy and staying away from it. If you don’t know 
it when you see it, get someone who is familiar with it to 
point it out. Acquaint yourself with its appearance When 
in the performance of duty it becomes necessar} to work 
around this plant, be sure that no portion of your body is 
exposed to it. Keep sleeves rolled down and wear gloves. 


If you are a sun addict and like a coat of tan from the waist | ; 


up, acquire it when there is no danger of infection.

Autobahn To Be Vastly Overrated 


Bellis Examines Famous German Highways and Finds - 
Them For Behind Those of New Jersey z 
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Peotutien expert attached to 
quarters of Continental Advance 
Section 

In ueddition, the vaunted 
upon miles of four-lane, 
ribbons of concrete, me 
moded from present 
highway ecnyimmeermy xtandards, ax 
the Charleston or the Black 
Bottom, in the opmien of Mr.

Mr. Bellis ought to be able to 
pass judgment on what American 
forces bave found in the German 
super highway system, since the 
Rerehsuutobahn as oa direct copy 
of the New Jemey State super 
highway, Model 1928. That was 
the year German engineers, five 
years before the advent of Hitler 
to power, visited New Jersey to 
get the design for their own roads, 
The Germans methodically copied 
the model, even to the exaet 
length of the concrete slabs, but 
apparently made no effort to keep 
abreast of developments in the in 
tervening 17 yenrs. 

Leaving the United States in 
January, Mr. Bellis joined the! 
continental Advance Section of the 
Communications Zone in France 
just poor to the final offensive 
against the Germans Workings 
with the engineering and trans 
portation officers of the Advance 
Section, he assisted in the rapid 
repair and opening of vital link: 
necded by the American Arnies 

His home is at 111 Willow Ave- 
nue, where his wife and sixteen- 
year-old daughter are living. 

“The cost of the Reichsautobahn 
eould only be justified as a mili- 
tury installation,’ said Mr. Bellis, 
“and, ironieally enough, in the 
final defeat of Nazism, it served 
us a tremendous boomerang, since 
the highway system could not be 
destroyed fast enough to keep our 
Armies from using it with deadly 
success against its builders.” 

Three major defeets of the 
Reichsautobahn from an engineer- 
ing and operational safety stand- 
point, explained Mr. Bellis, are the 
serious lack of guard rails on ele- 
vated fills, the almost total ab- 
sence of shoulders to the roadway, 
und the separation of the dual: 
roadway by island centres which 
nre only thirteen feet wide. 
Standard American practice now 
ealls for a minimum separation of | 
thirty feet. 

“A fourth defect is the absence 
of any attempt to install reflec- 
torizing curbs, centre strips, and 
even road surface for night time 
driving,” continued Mr. Bellis. 
“The use of white concrete, with 
reflectorizing ribbed surfaces, has 
jong since. passed the expertmental 
stage iw America. This single i 
provement now makes it an oo 
ane the headlights of the auéomo- 

le to provide a amount of 
illumination of the highway at 

i same improvement also | 

gkee it possible to drive as fast 
as 40 miles an hour at night 
through fog.” 

The one point that Mr. Bellis i 
willing to concede in favor of Ger- 
man highway engineers is what he 
considers their greater analysis of 
the subsoil on which the concrete 
is laid, which better prevents the 
concrete from breaking.

Difficult Repairs 
‘Undertaken af 
| Lopatcong Creek 


Bridge on 24-28 Connecting 
Link Severely Damaged 
By Cloudburst 


Repairs to the Lopatcong Creek 
Bridge on the Route 24-28 Con- 
necting Link between Still Valley 
and Phillipsburg, Warren County, 
severely damaged during the cloud- 
burst in that area on Monday, 
July 9th, are underway. The pho- 
tographs on page 4 _ illustarte 
well the extent of the damage and 
the problem faced in its repair. 

Built in 1938, the Lopatcong 
Creek Bridge was a 3 span con- 
crete box rigid frame structure 
of 36 feet, carrying an earth fill 
of 18 feet to the road level. The 
original atream bed was approxi- 
mately 7.2 feet below the under- 
side of the bridge roof and inas- 
much as the structure bridged a 
comparatively quiet stream, the 
(bridge was believed to be safe for 
years. 

On July 9th a cloudburst oc- 
eurred in the hills of Warren Coun- 
ity and the placid stream became a 
raging torrent. The flow of water 
|was so swift and severe that the

been lifted; restrictions have been removed and the ener- 
gies and resources of the Department can be released for 
a new construction and reconstruction program for the 
future 

For three years the State Highway Department has 
been planning against the day of the war’s end and the 
commencement of highway reconstruction. For three years 
its Engineers have been giving their thought to ways in 
which a comprehensive highway system could be built to 
more adequately serve tomorrow's needs. For three years 
it has been appraising past performances for both virtues 
and defects. Now the war is over! Governor Edge has 
authorized the State Highway Department to commence 
this Fall to put under contract projects totalling between 
four and five million dollars. Significantly enough all of 
these projects are to be financed by moneys appropriated 
by the State of New Jersey. No Federal Aid is asked. This 
will facilitate prompt action. Before the end of the con- 
struction season this Fall it is hoped that a number of 
these projects will already be started and all can be com- 
pleted in 1946. 

For the members of the Highway Department then 
the coming of V. J.-_Day means that we move from the rela- 
tively inactive planning stages of war into the active con- 
struction phases of the transitional period to peace. It 
will be a challenge to every employee of the Highway De- 
partment to demonstrate that the Department which has 
proved its capacity to plan can again prove its capacity to 
build. We shall need legislative appropriation, we shall 
need Federal Aid, but above all we shall need the will to 
move forward together as a team. We can demonstrate 
our capacity to build an even finer sytem of highways 
than we have built in the past and to render an even higher 
service to the citizens of the State than ever before.

Way users taxes diverted on and after July 1, 1945. This | 
amounts to $8,346,888.92. The States of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, faced several years ago with a possible penalty 
for diversion, followed this procedure and were exempt 
om the penalty}

Just as there is but one point on 
the earth’s surface corresponding 


to a geographical position which is | 


expressed by latitude and longi- 
tude, so too, there is but one point 
corresponding to a given pair of 
plane coordinates, expressed by 
“X” (East) and “Y” (North), on a 
definite plane projection, 


In practice, whenever possible, 


the highway engineer used one of . 


the metal disc-topped monuments 
as the initial point in his survey. 
Such a monument not only provides 
a position on the State System but 
also provides a bearing to the next 
monument, 

From this control monument the 
surveyor runs a traverse to the 
highway survey which ia to be 
made. The survey is then carried 
on by the usual plane-surveying 
methods and at the end is again 
tied to another pair of coordinated 
control monuments. 


The value of basing the survey 
on the Plane Coordinate System is 
obvious since the survey ie started 
with plane coordinate data and 
plane surveying methods are used 
throughout the work. The survey 
is made much the same as if there 
had been no control monuments 
with plane coordinates available, 
with this important difference: 
the survey is started with a known 
position and bearing and if the sur- 
vey is tied to a second pair of mon- 
uments at the end there is a defi- 


nite check on all the field work and | 


computation.

What They Are 

Throughout America the prob- 
lem of traffic congestion has been 
met by the construction of vast 
networks of modern freeways and 
parkway These new arteries 
vi aliv free existing local streets 
an oads from congestion and ac 
cidents, and handle large volumes 
of traffic safely and expeditiously. 

Forward-looking urban commu- 
nities such as New York, Los An- 
gel St. Louis, Chicago, Detroit, 
and Cleveland have resorted to the 
construction of freeways and park- 
ways as the solution of congestion 
problems similar to those facing 
New Jersey. 

The neighboring states of Penn- 
sylvania and Connecticut have long 
since realized the economic value 
of freeways and parkways, such as 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike and 

| Merritt Parkway. 

Broadly defined, freeways and 
parkways are thoroughfares with 
no cross street intersections at 
grade, no traffic signals, with op- 
po streams of traffic sepa- 
rated, and with “controlled access” 
a limited number of entry and 
exit point On freeways, how- 

commercial traffic would 

the right of complete use. In 

ase of the parkway, trucks 
and commercial vehicles would be 
excluded. 

They facilitate the continuous 
flow of traffic, unhampered by 
start and stop driving, parking, 
or pedestrian problems, and with 
the danger of accidents almost 
eliminated. For example, the Mer- 
ritt Parkway in Connecticut had

TO LIFE OF CONCRETE PAVEMENTS

tion. In New Jersey it has been 
used extensively wherever investi- 
gation shows that the concrete is 
solid below a certain depth and is 
damaged or ‘worn’ out only on the 
upper portion, 

his rejuvenation of damaged | 
concrete riding surfaces is an ol 
art with the Maintenance Division, | 
which did its first shallow patch- 
ing over 18 years ago at a site| 
along Route 4, where a burning, 
gasoline truck had calcinated the 
avement to a depth of 1% inche: 
n this original operation (as well 
as in subsequent operations of this 
type) the damaged conercte wax 
removed to insure a sound, clean 
surface. The perimeter of the area! 
to be restored was hand chiseled | 
to a vertical edge and the surface 
thoroughly cleaned by hand brush- 
ing with a wire brush. In this high- , 
ly experimental patching of 1927, 
a very ‘rich’ mix (1:1:2) was used, | 
with four gallons of water added | 
for each bag of cement. Immedi- 
ately following the addition of | 
2% per cent of calcium chloride, | 
this ‘dry’ concrete, which was hand 
mixed and allowed to approach it 
initial set before placement, was 
spread over the patch area and 
thoroughly tamped. It was then | 
struck off to somewhat above the | 
finished grade. | 


Cured for 12 Days | 


About fifteen minutes after the ; 
initial set, the mixture was thor- | 
oughly retumped, screeded and 
planed to the proper section. Cur- | 
ing was accomplished with damp | 
earth and the road re-opened to 
traffic in 12 days. After 18 years | 
this original shallow patch shows 
no marked indication of failure. 

From this small beginning there | 
have evolved a number of refine- | 
ments, although it cannot be said 
that later developments have pro- 
duced better results. 

Recently the Maintenance Divi- 
sion did some shallow patching on 
Route 25, just south of Route 
8-41, This patching was done on 
pavement that was originally laid 
in 1926 and covered an area ap- 
proximately 75 square yards. The 
depth of replacement on this job 
varied from 1% inches to the full 
depth of eight inches. The mix, in 
this case, was 1:1%:3%4 and the 
water content 4 and one half gal- 
Ions per bag. One per cent of cal- 
cium chloride was used. 

Curing in this instance was ac- 
complished with burlap and water 
and unlike the original patching, 
curing time was reduced to four 
days, due to the traffic demands 
on this particular highway. Anoth- 
er difference between this and the 
job of 18 years ago was the use of | 
machine mixed concrete. 


Withstands Traffic 


Prior to placement of patching | 
concrete the cleaned surface of 
the old concrete was thoroughly 
wet and dusted with cement. Par- 
ticular attention was paid to the 
placement of concrete immediate- 
ly adjacent to the old edges in 
order to prevent any infiltration 
of surface water. 

After being subjected to heavy 
traffic for a period of two months, 
these latest patches show no fail- 
ures. This is most encouraging 
since this job may well be classi- 
fied as an experimental one in- 
asmuch as it was impractical to 
keep traffic off the highway for 
a long period of curing. 

The work on this section was un- 
der the general supervision of Su- 
pervisor John T. Carr and the im- 
mediate direction of Foreman Wil- | 
lard J. Mealy. Both of these men 
paid tribute to the skill of those 
engaged in all phases of this work, 
and agree that skilled workman- 
ship is one of the most important 
factors contributing to successful 
patching.

Receive Bids for 
Modernization of 
State Highway 25 


Work Near Newark Will 
Include Construction of 
Five Overpasses 
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Bids were received on February 
1th for the modernization f 
Sta Highway Route 25, (U. S. 
Route 1) from North Avenue, Eli- 
zabeth, to Port Street, Newark. 
This follows closely upon the an- 
nouncement that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had granted $800,000 
toward the prosecution of this 
work. The successful bidder was 
Charles F. Vachris, Ine., of Brook- 


lyn, N. Y. 

Plans call for the construction 
of two roadways for northbound 
traffic and two roadway for 
southbound traffic. This arrange- 
ment will provide separate roads 
for local and express travel in both 
directions, with the local roads 
flanking the express roads in each 
instance. The proposed construc 
tion will further provide a total of 
eight lanes rather than the four 
now used. All roads will be sepa- 
rated. 

Other features of the construc 
tion over this 3.2 mile stretch of 
America’s busiest highway will in 
clude: 

1. Overpasses at Carnegie and 

Haynes Avenues, the scenes 
of many accidents during 
past years. 
Separate overpasses for north 
and southbound cars at Route 
25 junction with Routes 21 
and 29. 


. Extension of Route 21 across: 


the Newark Junction inter- 
section to take southbound 
cars headed for Elizabeth.

Near North Avenue, Elizabeth,

Conference 


The President of the United States, in response to a 
yrowing public concern about fatalities on our highway 
has called a National Highway Safety Conference in Wash- 
ington on May &. 9 and 10. To this Conference members of 
Congre State and Municipal officials, together with the 
representative 11 


of local and national organizations now 
tively engaged in this work, have been invited. 

When this Conference assemblies in the Departmental 
Auditorium on Constitution Avenue on May 8 to formulate 
a plan to reduce the high toll of life on our highways, it will 
represent a mobilization of the public and private agencie 
most particularly concerned with this matter of reducing 
traffic fatalities. The New Jersey State Highway Depart 
ment will be represented at that Conferencee and will par 
ticipate in the deliberations 

New Jersey has a definite contribution to make on 
the subject of Highway Safety as a result of impro\ »ments 
in highway design on some of our main highways. A recent 
study of the “Before and After” accident experience on

Written Inquiries Will Not 
Be Recognized Under 
Civil Service Rule 


1946 


In the last issue of THE HIGH- 
WAY there appeared an article 
dealing with the use of adjective 
ratings and their relation to nu- 
imerical efficiency rating marks. 
In the article it was stated that in- 
dividual rating marks ‘“‘could be 

btained from the Civil Service 
Commission upon application.” 

As a result of this, several em- 
sloyees have written to that Com- 
mission requesting their numerical 
mark These written requests 
have in turn been referred to the 
Highway Department for reply. 

Since this procedure is not in 
conformity with the law and since 
it would place a burden upon the 
Highway Department in the event 
many such requests were received, 

lit should be understood that all ap- 
plications for marks must be made 
to the Civil Service Commission in 
person. 

For the purpo of complete 
clarification, that part of the Civil 
Service Rule 57 which applies in 
such cases is quoted: ‘ any em- 
ployee upon application to the 
|Chief Examine and Secretary at 
any time during working hours 
|may inspect his own service rat- 
ings and those of other employees 
in the same class ce 

Therefore, if you are interested 
in obtaining your numerical 
marks, application should be made 
in person and not through the 
mails.

For New Capitol 


‘State House Annex May 
| Also “Spread Its Wings” 


| The proposed State office build- 
ing program took a new turn re- 
cently with the announcement that 
| changes in the original plans, and 
incressed labor and material costs 
would, in all probability, result in 
lan expenditure of about $12,000,- 
1000, instead of the original esti- 
mate of $10,000,000. 

The first unit which it pro- 
posed to construct, would be on 
the site of the former Roebling 
imansion and adjoining properties, 
land would consist of an 11-story 

structure on the front, and, taking 
advantage of the slope of the land 
at the back of the building facing 
Stacy Park, would have 13 stories 
at the rear. Four wings would ra- 
diate from a central] section con- 
taining the elevators and other 
service facilities. 

Plans for a second new building 
between the State House and Wil- 
low Street, as discussed in the ear- 
ly stages, have been dropped. As a 
result, the substitute plan brings 
about an opportunity for the State 
House Annex to spread out and 
expand. First, the State House 
would be razed. An _ additional 
four wings would then be added to 
the Annex, two of which would 
parallel State Street from the up- 
per and lower sides of the building 
over the site of the razed Capitol. 


The gold dome of the Capitol, 
landmark since the construction of 
the State House prior to the Civil 
War, would be shifted during the 
razing process toward Willow 
Street. Around it a new Capitol 
would be built to house the Exec- 
itive and Legislative branches of 

State government.

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Another bill of outstanding value to the future of 
the highway system of the State is the enactment of the 
Legislative provision for a Legislative Committee to 
work out jointly with the State Highway Department a 
study plan for State Aid to Counties and Municipalitic 
This survey, which has been strongly endorsed by the 
Department, would help to integrate the county highway 

ns with the State’s comprehensive program. 


Important legislation has also been passed increas 
ing the Grants-In-Aid to both Counties and Municipali- 
Lie rhe sum of $1,000,000 is added in State Aid to 
Counties and the formula for distribution of this fund 
has been changed to a basis of population and road 
mileage. Secondly, additional funds are provided in the 
amount of $1,050,000 for the construction of Township 
and Municipal roads without limit as to size. Legislation 
alsc increased the State Aid to Counties, formerly set. 
at $35,000, to $55,000 to each county. 


These several bills help to put into better balance 
the whole matter of State Aid and should be of material 
assistance in the overall program of highway develop- 
ment of the State. 

Finally, the Appropriations Bill this year provides 
one of the largest grants of funds in the history of the 
State Highway Department. Line item appropriations 
ace provided in the Bill for such important projects as 
ihe Route 4 North-South Parkway, Freeway Route 100, 
Route 25-A and Route S-3, both of which will relieve the 
overcrowded traffic conditions now prevailing in metro- 
rolitan New Jersey. 

In general, the Legislature has responded admir- 
ably to the recommendations of the Governor and it has 
provided substantial funds with which to carry forward 
the highway program. The problem now facing the 
Highway Department and its engineers is to get the 
work under contract and commence a construction pro- 
gram which will be commensurate with the hopes and 
plans that have been worked out over the past years

CHINESE ENGINEERS STUDY 
NEW JERSEY HIGHWAY BRIDGES 


Cheng Yuan-Tsin and Kenneth Diao Gather Data for 
Future Chinese Highways 


War torn China is looking to the future and an ex- 
tensive industrial development. One of the main features 
of the plan to modernize this oldest of civilizations will be 


a vast system of highways, e 


xtending from Siberia to the 


Himalayas, and from the China Sea to the Sinkiang Prov- 


ince bordering Russia. 

The goal being set by 
China’s planners was first 
stated by Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 


the father of modern China, 
when he visualized a vast network | 


of 1,000,000 miles of roadway 

ing together the great cities and 
provinces of that country. Present 
plans call for the construction of 
100,000 miles of this system within 
th next five years 

At the present time there are 
651 Chinese technicians in Amer 
ica. These men are studying many 
phases of modern industrial prac. 
tice and practically every field of 
engineering. Twenty-si of this 
number have been assigned to 
highways and are now familiariz 
ing themselves with design and 
construction methods in many 
states. 

It was natural, therefore, that 
New Jersey should be visited and 
its roads and bridges become a 
model for others to emulate. Un- 
like the Germans who preceded 
them, however, Cheng Yuan-Tsin 
and Kenneth Diao are not thinking 
in terms of military highways. 
Theirs is a mission of peace and 
the particular items in which they 
are interested are the many fine 
bridges that convey New Jersey’s 
highway traffic over 
rivers. 

Visited Other States 

These young engineers came to 
the United States last June by 
way of India. After flying over 
the Hump, they embarked on an 
army transport and landed in Nor- 
folk, Va. After marking time in 
Washington, D. C., for two weeks 
awaiting orders for their ‘‘on the 
job training,” they proceeded to 
Oregon where they spent six 
months studying highway bridges 
in that state. 

From the Pacific Coast they 
traveled to Oklahoma for another 
three months’ intensive study, and 
then east to New Jersey where 
they have divided their time be- 
tween office and field, with a 
week’s observation of construction 
methods on bridges now being 
built at Atlantic City. 

The arrangements under which 
Chinese technician originally 
came to America were part of our 
Lend-Lease program, Since the 
war’s end, however, they have 
continued their studies of Ameri- 
can methods at the expense 
their own government, 

Cheng and Diao are both grad- 
uates of the National Wu-han Uni- 
versity, which before the war was 
located in the Hupei Province. As 
the Japanese advanced, this center 
of learning was moved to the west 
ern portion of China where essen- 
tial studies could be carried on 
far from the battlelines. 

As Cheng explained, technically 
trained men are all too few in 
China, and because of this it was 
necessary to conserve the limited 
supply of engineers and engineer- 
ing students. This why neither 
of these young men saw front line

It was con- 
sidered far more important to con 
serve their skill for the post-war 
years 

Need Modern Equipment 

During their stay in New Jer 
both Diao and Cheng have 
been escorted on tours of inspec 
tion of variou outstanding 
bridges and viaducts by Morris 
Goodkind, Bridge Engineer. They 
have been particularly impressed 
by such structures as the Pulaski 
Skyway and the Edison Memorial 
Bridge, as well as by the exceed- 
ingly high standard of bridge 
struction encountered throughout 
the highway system. 

In speaking of the program of 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, it was explained 
that present plans not only call 
for the completion of 100,000 
miles of highway within the next 
five years, but for the entire 
1,000,000 miles to be constructed 
within 30 years. Impossible as this 
may seem, both Cheng and Diao 
are certain that it will be accom- 
, plished. 

“The first roadways, except in 
rare instances, will be 2-lane wa- 
ter-bound macadam, and will be 
largely constructed by hand meth- 
ods said Cheng. “You will re- 
call the miracle we accomplished 
with hand labor in building the 
‘Burma Road. The desire to over- 
poor roads, will serve as inspira- 
tion to meet construction sched- 
ules in our five-year program.” 
ment as well as for financial aid.” 

“Of course,” added Diao, “we 
do not intend to keep using hand 
methods but until we can manu- 
facture the necessary road ma- 
chinery ourselves, we must look to 
the United States for such equip- 
ment a swell as for financial aid.” 

These young engineers will 
wind up their stay in the United 
States in June. They will then re- 
turn to China and take up the 
, task of bringing to fulfillment the 
highway program so necessary to 
the future development of their 
native land.

Citizen-Government Cooperation 


“If our democracy is to endure, the average citi- 
zen must become a good citizen,”’ said the late Theo- 
dore Roosevelt more than three decades ago. This is 
still sound philosophy. The good citizen is he who not 
only feels a sense of civic responsibility for the com- 
munity, but seeks to make his community better by 
participation in its affairs. 

Citizen cooperation is both the symbol and the 
substanee of the democratic way of life. To preserve 
its substance as well as its symbol, the greatest of all 
has been waged upon the fields of battle. 
Untold treasure has been poured out, unnumbered hu 
man lives have been sacrificed and countless irreplace 
able churche chools, hospitals, homes and works of 
art have been destroved to achieve victory over tyr- 
anny. While we have suffered no widespread destruc 
tion of our cit our homes, our institution: ind con- 
sequent disruption of our economic life, we have 
learned under the stern discipline of a global struggle 
that our liberties won in the past by great sacrifices 
cannot be preserved at a lesser price 

Citizen cooperation expresses itself in a multitude 
of different wavs lest it be limited by a single pattern. 
Every opportunity, as well as every example of such 
cooperation, fills out the outline of our democratic 
pattern and gives validity to our democratic faith. The 
pattern of citizen cooperation which has been fol- 
lowed by the Garden Club of New Jersey with the 
State Highway Department is a striking example of a 
modest but fruitful venture. 

First of all there is the improvement of our road- 
sides. In recent years many of our main highways, 
which are the “windows of the State,” have progres- 
sively deteriorated, and in many cases resemble road- 
side slums. Due to the lack of adequate roadside de- 
velopment, there exist all types of roadside establish- 
ments and an indiscriminate amount of roadside ad- 
vertising. The Garden Club and the Roadside Council 
have set up, with the Highway Department, an Ad- 
visory Committee to review not only existing encroach- 
ments upon the state’s right-of-way, but to help set 
standards for definite roadside improvement and to 
secure enactment of appropriate zoning ordinances 
by local governing bodies. The creation of associations 
of property owners along busy highways to control 
commercial developments has followed in the wake of 
this activity. 

The second example is the notable work of the 
State Garden Club in establishing the Blue Star Drive 
on the State Highway System. The Garden Club con- 
ceived a plan for providing a living memorial to the 
men and women of the armed services and proceeded 
to raise the necessary funds for the planting of dog- 
wood trees along the six-mile section of one of the 
main cross-state highways, Route 29. The State High- 
way Department has undertaken not only to plant 
and maintain these trees, but will erect suitable mark- 
ings to designate this area. As a result of the plan 
which has been evolved by the Garden Club of New 
Jersey, both individuals and corporations have been 
enabled to provide for the planting of trees in honor 
of their men and women in the armed services. Even 
the State Legislature has honored members of the 
Legislature who served in the second world conflict 
with a special memorial planting. 

A survey made by the National Council of State 
Garden Clubs has revealed the fact that in several 
states similar cooperation is in effect. The high value 
placed upon citizen government cooperation has been 
responsible for the decision of the National Council to 
sponsor the development of living memorials on a 
major highway in each of the states of the Union. 
While such memorials will differ from state to state 
and the type of native trees and shrubs will depend 
upon local conditions, the plan itself if carried out 
should be most significant. 

The reports which have been received thus far 
from the various State Highway Departments through- 
out the country indicate not only a friendly interest in 
the development of living memorials along some of 
the major highway routes, but a willingness to cooper- 
ate with Garden Clubs in this joint undertaking. It is 
to be hoped that every State Federation will start 
immediately to enroll in the proposed Blue Star 
System. 

A coordinated nationwide memoria! route should 
serve as a focus for the establishment of living memo- 
rials and result in a truly remarkable cooperative 
achievement.

operative relationship between the State Highway 
Department and citizen groups within the State. Three 
years ago this month a conference on Roadside Im- 
provement was called by the Department of all civic 
and business groups throughout the State who were 
interested in improving our roadsides through the re- 
| moval of encroachments from the traveled right-of- 
way, and in better roadside planting. A Continuation 
Committee on Roadside Improvement was appointed 
y the Commissioner upon which the Garden Club 
and the Roadside Council were represented. 

When this Committee proposed shortly there- 
after that a test section of highway be improved as 
an object lesson for needed roadside improvements 
along the highways of the State there was a general 
agreement. Later the Garden Club suggested that a 
memorial section be located on one of our main high- 
ways and be planted with flowering dogwoods. The 
Department instantly agreed to co-operate to the fullest 
extent and gave priority to this inspired idea. This in 
effect was the planting of the seed from which shortly 
thereafter was to flower a more comprehensive plan 
for roadside improvement in which civic groups were 
to play an important part. 

Following closely upon this action came the Joint 
Resolution of the New Jersey Legislature providing 
for the designation of a section of State Highway 
Route 29, between North Plainfield and Mountainside, 
as Blue Star Drive, and the passage, unanimously, of 
the long overdue Parkway Bill. Coincident with this 
the Department established a separate Parkway Di- 
vision and preliminary work on the Route 4 Parkway 
was begun. Thus, with rapid acceleration, New Jersey 
became conscious of the benefits to be derived from 
roadside beautification through well planned native

Economists tell us that the economic loss of mo- 
tor deaths and accidents exceeds a billion dollars a 
year, Statisticians remind us that in ten vears before 
World War II more American citizens were killed 
on the streets and highways of America than all the 
American soldiers, sailors, marines, airmen and 
nurses who were killed on all the battlefieds of the 
world. It is a grim tale. 

But behind the statistics of traffic accidents are 
the human costs—young lives snuffed out: old lives 
hastened to their graves; homes broken by the loss 
of the breadwinner, or the wiping out of the oncom- 
ing generation or perhaps the ending of a brilliant 
career. These are some of the human costs of high- 
way accidents which charts, pictures and even press 
accounts never completely reveal. These human costs 
should make us all stop and ponder and act. 

We can do something about these traffic fatali- 
ties. We can ourselves drive carefully, keeping our 
car always under control. We cannot only think for 
ourselves but we can attempt to think about and for 
others. Courtesy on the road makes for safety of the 
road, The Golden Rule of the Road is “to do unto 
others as we would that others did to us.” We have 
almost made the motor car an extension of ourselves; 
it is certainly an important mechanism in the homes 
of nearly 39,000,000 Americans.

We can and should 
puth safety and lower the accident 
rate. Let us act like thinking hu- 
i/mans and preach and practice good 
sense and safety. If we do not, we 
may find Old Doc Discipline giving 
us a shot of anti-carelessness vac-

But as we embark upon the new opportunity for 
service in the New Year, it is appropriate that we 
should have a word of “hail and farewell” to Gov 
ernor Edge, who after 50 years of public service re- 
tires this month following his second term as Gov 
ernor of the State of New Jersey.

August Mazzarelli, who were in 
the cab at the time of the acci- 
dent, Eckert had stopped his car 
,about 75 feet beyond the truck 
on the right hand side of the 
road, He had then proceeded back 
|to where the truck had stupped 
{and was giving instructions to 
ithe driver when the car driven 
by Girardi approached from the 
| opposite direction. 

When near the spot where 
.Eckert stood, this car suddenly 
‘swerved to the left and struck the 
lfront of the truck at a point 
| where a snow plow blade was at- 
|tached. It glanced off this and 
lcrushed Eckert against the side 
of the truck before turning over, 

With Girardi at the time were 
two women and another man. It 
|is reported that they were return- 
ing home from a New Year’s cel- 
ebration when the accident oc- 
curred, Mastrangelo was slightly 
injured in the crash. 


Girardi was taken before 
Magistrate Redet of Landisville 
where he was fined for careless 
driving and bound over to the 
!Grand Jury on charges of reck- 
less killing by automobile. He was 
later released on bail. 

Eckert came to the Highway 
Department in 1929 and had been 
employed continuously since that 
date. He is survived by his widow, 
i Viola, and one young child.

The facts are that we today have virtuallh 
through a _ revolution—a_ transportation 
wrought by the coming of the automobile. In twenty 
five years, just five more than Rip Van Winkle’s long 
nap, there has been a revolution in the United States 
with the coming of the automobile. the fundamental 
character of which we have hardly appreciated. In 
twenty-five years the number of automobiles in this 
country has increased by over 1000 per cent. Today 
67 per cent of all the automobiles is in the United 
States though we have but 7 per cent cf the world’s 
population. In 1916 there were 3,512,996 motor ve- 
hicles in this country, whereas in 1941 the total num- 
ber was 34,383,167. While the population of the 
United States in twenty-five years has increased 
from approximately 95,000,000 to 135,000,000, or a 
rate of about 11 per cent every decade, the increase 
in automobiles has been over 1000 per cent. Twenty 
five years ago the majority of the people in this 
country depended upon public transportation for pas- 
senger travel. Today there is ten times as much travel 
by motor vehicle as by all means of public transpor- 
tation. So sweeping has this revolution become in 
America that we are face to face at this time with the 


congestion on the streets of many of our cities that

Quizzed as to Driving 
Habits 


The New Jersey State Highway 
Department through its Division 
xf Planning and Economies, with 
he ooperation he Public 
Roads Administration planning 
to begin an Origin and Destina- 
tion Survey of the Camden Area 
on or about May 15, 1947, 

This work will be carried out at 
the same time that the Pennsyl- 
vania State Highway Department 
will be making their Origin and 
Destination Survey of the Phila- 
delphia Area and the two organi- 
are coordinated for the 
and efficient exchange of 
and findings to afford a 
the 
use of each State. The field work 

expected to extend over a six 
months period from the beginning 
date. 

For the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation on the travel habits of 
the residents of this area, each 
member of a one dwelling unit 
in ten will be interviewed at their 
homes or in the case of common 
carriers and trucks at the main 
office. This will result in obtain- 
ing sample information on travel 
from ten per cent of the families 
living within the area outlined on 
map (page 2) and will amount to 
7200 interviews. This part of the 
survey is known as the Internal 
Survey. 

In addition to the above type of 
interviewing, a second part of the 
survey will consist of external in- 
terviewing. These interviews will 
be conducted at the outside limits 
of the area where the main roads 
enter this area. From 6 A. M. to 
10 P. M. operators of vehicles en- 
tering or leaving the survey area 
at these points will be stopped and 
questioned as to their origin and 
lestination and as to intermediate 
stops along their route.

program. It remained for the Highwav engineers to 
point out modestly that the most dramatic achieve 
ments in Highway Safety to date have been made by 
the engineers in eliminating many of the hazards on 
the highw which heretofore have led to accidents. 
The facts are that no less than a 75 percent reduc. 
tion in highway accidents has been achieved on cer- 
tain highways by incorporation of such features in 
design and construction as dualization, elimination 
of intersections at grade, and lefthand turns. The 
most outstanding contribution engineers can make in 
the future is the d ‘lopment ot a tem of park 
a and freew: nto hich have een incorpo- 
rated all the known design factors for highway safety. 


In the third place, the Conferenc 
ries of resolution Carrying out the piri ind purpose 
of the conference—dealing with the three E’s of 
Highway ‘Safetv—Edueation, Enforcement, and En 
gineering. Among others, a resolution was adopted 
which provided for an objective survey by a disin- 
terested Foundation or University on the question 
of the possible effect of marginal commercial signs 
on highway safety. For many vears both highway and 
law-enforcing officials have recognized the hazard 
of certain neon signs along our highwavs in confusing 
the motorist, and the effect of certain billboards in 
impairing proper sight distance. Such an impartial 
survey is long overdue; the results will be awaited 
with keen interest. If a related survey could also be 
undertaken of other factors which distract the at- 
tention of drivers on the highwav, we might throw 
additional scientific data on the real causes of high- 
way accidents. 
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“One swallow does not make a summer,” and 
one Highway Safety Conference does not produce 
safe highways. It can help create, however, an atti- 
tude of awareness on the part of the citizens of the 
State of the urgent need for greater safety, as well 
as provide the stimulus for coordinated steps which 
will result in developing safer roads on which to 
travel. We can make our streets and highways safe- 

vavs if we will. But we must work for it, plan for it 
and be prepared to pay for it.

ating for the last 103 years. Matters having to do 
with the Bill of Rights and the Legislative, Executive 
and Judicial branches of government as well as 
amending clauses will be the subject of extended 
debates and ultimate decision. No one is wise enough 
to predict now with certainty what the final draft 
will contain. It is probable as the Constitution is re- 
vised and brought up to date, wider powers will be 
given the State to provide for more adequate zoning 
and the development of the public domain under the 
sound principle of just compensation.

One thousand nine hundred and forty-seven will 
be remembered as the year in which the first Consti- 
tutional Cony ention was held in New Jerse, in 103 
years. It is to be hoped that it will also be remem- 
bered as the year when thi people, having a new 
and more adequate Constitution drafted by Con- 
stitutional Convention, found it to be acce ptable and 
adopted by an ove rwhelming vote.

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lhere’ll always be a Christma: 
yut the need for the spirit of Christmas in the world 
may not always be as insistent as it is today when we 
seek to bind up the wounds of the peoples of the earth 
after the greatest of all world convulsions. For the 
vacuum left in war devastated Europe and Asia by the 
cataclvsm of the Global Struggle cannot be quickly 
filled. Yet while it remains, misery, disease and uphea 
vals continue. Peace and security rest on shifting sands 
at such a time. But the very unsettlement and distr 
of these post-war years has brought home its lesson 
deep and lasting—-that we cannot save the world 
in its several parts but only as a whole. We rise and 
fall together. The world is one and will live or perish 
as one. We are in very truth ‘‘members one 
other.’ 
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The manifestation of that truth is expressed in 
the proposed Stopgap Aid for Europe by our Con- 
gress, our Friendship Train, and our provision for 
the Unseen Guest. These efforts—both governmental 
and civilian—we must provide not in fear of Com- 
munism but in faith in the ideals of America. In the 
days of our strength we as a people are privileged to 
succor those in Europe who are in need as they in 
turn aided us in the days of our youth and helpless- 
ness as a nation. The Friendship Trains that rolled 
across our nation carrying food for Europe’s needy 
was not the act of a Lady Bountiful distributing of 
her riches to the poor but a token of our brotherhood 
and neighborliness unlinked by any political threats 
or any demand for economic concessions. These and 
countless other acts of the good neighbor represent 
America at her best. 
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As the Christmas season draws near, the second 
annual session of the General Assembly of the United 
Nations has closed, large in its achievement—even 
greater in what it has dared to discuss and plan for 
building a durable peace. In that Parliament of Man 
-~——located fittingly on American soil—America is rep- 
resented by an able delegation. In this agency of 
world peace we have assumed a responsibility com- 
mensurate with our great power in the world. We 
are members one another in this greatest of all hu- 
man ventures—peace-making. 


But beyond man’s efforts in organizing the world 
for peace—as yet still unfulfilled—there is the uni- 
versal hope of mankind which Christmas symbolizes. 
“The church has kept its own Christmastides,”’ wrote 
Dr. Shillito, “the Christian nations have come within 
hail of that shrine revealed at Bethlehem. But the 
world is yet to have ITS Christmas. Some day it will 
come true, not for the few rare spirits, but for the 
peoples and tribes and nations, that they shall meet 
at one spiritual center. For that we wait—without 
that all other Christmastides are unfulfilled. They 
are but rehearsals unfinished. No Christmas is 
complete for any of the children of the world till it 
is shared by all. The last Great Feast will not be be- 
gun till the guests are met.” 
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Generation after generation passes, and_ still 
the day does not come. The hope is always deferred 
but never abandoned. Deeper than all that estranges 
man from man is the spiritual basis of his life. Beyond 
all the ambition for which he fights his brother 
blindly, there is the unsatisfied longing which will not 
let him go; in that longing the nations are one. There 
is one magnetic center which draws them. There must 
be at the last a meeting, where they will find each 
other. This must come, sooner or later, the “First 
Christmas of the World.”’ 


In that spirit let us make Christmas 1947 for 
America the first step in that great objective—‘A 
Christmas of the World’’!

This will insure not only continuity of Federal Aid but w ill 
enable the State Highway Departments to plan and con 
struct their comprehensive programs without inte rruption 
But beyond the question of either the amount of 
money thus appropriated or the more pecific provisions 
of ths new Act is the general principle of the continuity 
of the Federal concern for the problems of highway de 
velopment. It is now 32 years since the first Federal Aid 
Highway Act was enacted and its administration plac« d 
in the United States Department of Agriculture. Under its 
provisions some $75,000,000 were appropriated, to be 
spent over a five-year period, which permitted Feder: 
participation of roads constructed up to 50 percen 
their cost or $10,000 a mile. The purpose of this first 
was to “take the farmers out of the mud.” Now, three det 
ades later Federal Aid has grown to become one oO 
proportions commensurate with the phenomena! growth 
the automobile. A new agency, the Public Roads Adminis 
tration, today administers these funds in the Federal 
Works Agency. What this all signifies is that the Federal 
Government by its grants-in-aid to our highway system 
has recognized that we have become a “nation on wheels” 
and that the national economy is enextricably linked with 
an adequate road system throughout the nation.
